Augusta Chronicle, 26th, 
The Augusta Chronicle gives the 
roceedings of the board of health 
unday night, from which we make 
the following synopsis : 

The clerk read a note from Drs. Edw. 
Gedd and 8. C. Eve to Dr. W. HL. 
Foster,chairman of the board of health, 
informing him that they regretted to 
announce that Mr. John Murphv had 
died that morning on Twiggs street, 
opposite the ice house, with undoubted 
peenpeens of vellow fever, but without 
black vomit. 

Dr. L..A. Dugas asked Dr. Eve if 
there had been any intermission in the 
fever. 

Dr. Eve replied in the affirmative. 
a intermission had been very sensi- 


Dr. Dugas said, from this statement 
of the case, it could not have been yel- 
low fever. In that disease there was 
but one paroxysm, at the end of which 
the patient was either dead or conva- 
lescent, 

In respolse toirter tories of a re- 
porter the following points were elect- 


ed ; 

Dr, D said that from the state- 
ment of Dr. Eve in reférence to the 
cases. he had no idea thatit was yellow 
fever, but a high type of malarial fever. 
Thére. was no cause whatever for alarm. 
The avmosphere was not 1n a condition 
to receive yellow fever. We were hav- 
ing nearly every dey northwest wird, 
which was calculated to keep up the 
health of the city. It required a salt 
atmosphere to produce vellow fever. In 
1839 the wind blew from the east for 
one huntred days, ahd in 1854 it blew 
from the same point for eighty days. 
The air was at that time assaitas it 
wasat Savaunah. He did not believe 
that there would be any yellow fever 
in Augusta the present season, nor did 
he think there was the slightest cans« 
for alarm. 

Mr. Edward Geddings said the symp- 
toms in Mr. Murphy’s case were those 
of yellow fever, but it was impossible 
for any vhysician to speak positively in 
regard to the tirst case of yellow fever. 
The fact that there had been no other 
case was the most conclusive proof to 
him that there was n> cause for alarm 
in Augusta. Sporadic cases frequently 
oceurred in cities. Where the air is in- 
fected one case is almost immediuiely 
followed by others. Mr. Murphy had 
been ill several days, and it was certain 
that there was no other case like it in 
the city. Hedid uu. vetieve that there 
waa the slightest reason for apprehen- 
sion. 

Dr. 8. C. Eve was better satisfied now 
than he had been any time since the 
fever commenced inSavann+h. ‘There 
was no cause whatever for alarm and 
he had advised parties who had _ spok- 
en to him not to leave the city. Tbe 
neighborhood where Murphy died was 
very sickly, and he advised patients of 
his years ago to leave it. He hada 
number of cases of malignant malarial 
fever in that part of the city last year, 
with similar symptoms to those in 
Murphy’s case. He had also had sev- 
eral of these the present season. He 
stated, like Dr. Geddings, that it was 
impossible for a physician to be —_ 
en in regard to the first case of yellow 
ever. 

Dr. W. H. Doughty did not think a 
case of yellow fever had occurred in 
Augusta, nor was it likely 
that there would be any. 
Jr. A. H. Baker said that there were 
a number of cases of high malarial fe- 
verin the same neiehborhood last year 
and sume of the patients sick then had 
even bad black vomit. 

Dr. H. H. Steiner said that it would 

be indelicate for him to express an 

opinion in regard to the case 1n point 

when there were atontier sicians.- 
He could say this: Ins of packing 
up to leave ue had just returned to the 
city and was yapecking to stay. It was 

a noted factin the history of Augusta 

that the Beaver dam, in tne vicinity of 

which Mr. Murohy died, was a very 

unhealthy locality, and that people liv- 
ing there were subject to attacks of 
malignant malarial diseases.

clear,conceding that Murphy’s case was 

one of yellow fever,that he didn’t take 

itin the air. Allowing three i only 
for the period of incubation, he had 
been sick six days and two bad elapsed 
since his death, making altogether over 
ten days. Yet there had been no other 
case. If it had not been a case of yel- 
low fever contracted trom the atmos- 
phere, otbers would }.ave had the dis- 
ease within twenty-i.r hours. If he 
imbibed the germs fruin a box or trunk 
brought from Savannah there certain- 
ly was no cause foralarm. There was a 
great similarity between high types of 
malarial fever: and -yellow fever. He’ 
would advise people not to think of 


ever were taken. Cars and boats came 
to the city without hindrance, and there 
were over fifteen cases of yellow fever’ 
here, brought from Savarnah and 
Charleston, before any one in Auguste 
had it.
